Arkansas Bridges 


Become Toll Free 


Des Arc and Powhatan 


< 'Spans Purchased W 


By State 


4LITTLE ROCK -MV- All bridges in 
Arkansas became toll free as Governor 
Carl 
K. Bailey accepted deeds 
to 


two privately-owned spans at Des 
Arc and Powhatan, Ihe lasl lo operate 
under the fee system. 


The state paid $118.955 lo trustees 


for the Black and White River Bridge 
company at a federal court sale and 
the deeds were presented the gov- 
ernor by A. Lawrence Mills of Chicago, 
representing bondholders of the com- 
pany. 
Bailey made Ihe first move toward 
freeing bridges of tolls in 1938 when 
his special legislative session ended 
the fee system al slalc owned spans. 
The legislature appropriated 
5120,- 


000 for purchase of the DCS Arc and 
Powhalan properties but negotialions 
for purchase lagged until recently. 


"There will be no toll bridge in 


Arkansas until completion of the Mis- 
sippi river bridge at Greenville and 
even then the loll house will be on 
Ihe Mississippi side" said Highway Dir- 
t^lor W. W. Mitchell. 


Thai bridge linking Greenville, Miss., 


and Lake Village, Ark., is expected 
t» be completed this summer. 


Pending repairs at Powhalan and 


Dus Arc, traffic over the two bridges 
will be restricted to maximum loads 
of four tons gross. The Black Rock 
ferry, near the Powhalan span over 
Black river, will lake care of heavier 
loads on U. S. highway 63 and stale 
highway 117. The Des Arc bridge is 
over White river on state highway 38.

(/P)—Woodard Breed of Hope sur- 
cnclcrcd voluntarily al the slalc pe- 
nal farm here late Monday to begin 
serving a one-year sentence for arson 
in connection wilh Die burning of an 
Ashdown hotel last summer. 


Breed was convicted in Lilllc River 


circuit court last November, Gov. 
Carl E. Bailey stayed Breed's sen- 
tence for 90 days last fall and Licut- 
3ov. Bob Bailey granted an additional 
30-day extension. 


The governor refused further clem- 


ency when the 30-day extension ex- 
pired last week and directed lhala 
Breed immediately begin serving his 
sentence. 


Brood and Earl Jarvis of Hope 


were convicted of the same crime. 
The latter, sentenced to Iwo years, 
has been at liberty on probation since 
December 4. An executive order ex- 
tending the probation 30 days was is- 
sued last Tuesday.

last summer in connection wilh an 
alleged allempt to poison blackberries 
being gathered by her neighbors.

League's 1940 Budget 
Would Buy Destroyer 


GENEVA, Switzerland—(/P)—League 


of Nations statisticians figured re- 
cently thai the League annual budget 
has dropped from the cost of a second 
class battleship to the price of an 
ordinary destroyer. 


Recent budgetary cuts brought on 


by resignations, failures to pay the 
League assessments and the ousting of 
Russia forced the League tb operate 
annuall yon about $5,000,000 instead of 
Ihe previous $1,500,000. 


Statisticians say you could only buy 


a fairly good destroyer for the 1940 
budget figure while the 1930 expendi- 
tures would have paid for a light bat- 
lleship. 


They evpn went on from there and 


figured out that the 1940 arms budget 
for the United Stales would pay the 
League's operating expenses for the 
next 440 years.

years 1933-1935 and since then there 
has been a progressive increase, slates 
the annual report of Sir Arthur Mac- 
Nully, Chief Medical Officer of the 
Ministry of Health. 


The average annual birthrate pel- 


thousand was 35.4 in 1881 with a total 
of 858,878 births. 
It declined to its 


lowest level, 14.4 and 580,413 in 1933 
and for 1938 the figures were 15.1 and 
G21,204. 


Many CCC Camps 
"Hn State Closed 


Arkansas to Lose 10 of 


Its Present Loca- 


tions 


WASHINGTON -(/P)— The 
CCC' 


plan for reducing the number of its 
camps from 1500 to 1227 to meet Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's budget recommendai- 
ions was made public by Representa- 
tive Johnson (D-Okla.) 


Director J. J. McEntee told Johnson 


at his request, that the CCC would 
discontinue 273 camps permamenfly be- 
ginning March 31, close 160 others for 
seasonal and other reasons not related 
to economy, and reestablish them in 
new locations reopening some old ones 
uid cpening some new camps. 


The permanent reduction is based up 


on the budget recommendation of $230, 
000,000 for the fiscal year beginning 
uly 1. The appropriation for the pre- 
sent fiscal year was $295,000,000. The 
house appropriations committee has 
not yel acted upon Ihe new appropria- 
tion. 


It was learnedlhe CCC might re- 


vise its plan if the appropriation should 
be cither larger or smaller than the 
budget recommendation. 


McEntee announced a tentative CCC 


program for various middle-western, 
far western and oilier slates, naming 
camps lo be discontinued permanently, 
closed for seasonal reasons or to be 
established. They include: 


Arkansas—Permanent discontinuanc- 


es, Ouachita national forest camps at 
Eaglelon and Waldron; Ozark na- 
lional forest camps at Lost Corner, 
Locke, and Calico Rock; Private forest 
camp at Sheridan; soil conservation ser 
vice camp at Shcrdian; soil conserva- 
tion service camp at Berryville. Sea- 
sonal Ouachita national forest camp at 
Jessieville; Ozark national forest camp 
at Cass; Buffalo river state park camp, 
Ycllcvillc, Re-established, Ouachita na 
tional forest, Paris; Ozark national 
lorest, Franklin county. 


High Court Refuses 


Review Tax Appeal 


WASHINGTON 
>— The supreme 


court refused to reconsider its Feb- 
ruary 12 decision enjoining Arkansas 
from imposing a tax on gasoline (in 
excess of 20 gallonsC carried in the 
fuel lanks of intern-state busses if the 
gasoline was for use in another state. 


New Hampshire and Nevada, who 


said they had legislation which would 
bo affected by the decision, joined 
Arkansas in a fruitless effort to have 
the tribunal change its five to three 
ruling. 


Arkansas officials told the court the 


decision "overlooks the practical nec- 
essities of at least 15 states in the 
enforcement of gasoline tax laws and 
the practical needs of motor carriers,' 
adding: 


"The only alternate to compete loss 


is to devise some plan where-by trucks 
and busses can be charged the lax up- 
on the amount of gasoline they act- 
•ually use in the state."

Graves of the stale game and fish com- 
mission said the United Stales bio- 
logical survey had approved a deer 
restoration project for Howard county. 


He said the project would cost 


about 513,000 with three-fourths of the 
money to be provided by the federal 
government. 


The game and fish commission sec- 


retary said 720 acres in a 26,000-acre 
refuge area in Howard county had 
been rented for the project and that 
work of erecting fences "and build- 
ings would be started April 'l. He 
estimated 80 deer would be raised an- 
nually.

Virgil Rucker Charged 


with Embezzling 


County Funds 


BENTON, Ark. —</Pj— A jury was 


completed in Saline county circuit 
court to try Virgil E. Rucker, former 
Saline counly sheriff and collector, on 
charges of embezzling official funds. 


Forty-six veniremen were examined 


before the final panel was selected. 
Twenty-seven prospective jurors were 
excused by the court, four by the 
defense and three by the stale. 


Rucker was suspended from office 


Jan, 1, 1939, after an audit made by 
the state comptroller's office showed 
an alleged shortage. 


This is Rucker's third trial. He was 


acquitted last May on one charge of 
embezzling §289 due the town of Has- 
kell. At a later trial on a charge 
of embezzling about $15,000 from the 
state, the jury disagreed.

There is not the slight- 
est basis for this notion except the 
fact that a person who has had one 
stroke is more likely to die at the 
second, and a person who has hac 
two strokes is more likely to die at 
the third, and cne \vho has hac 
three is more likely to die at the 
fourth. 


There are people who believe tha

There 
fore, when a person 5s about to die 
demands are made to transfer the ev, 
fate by magic to some animal! or gift 
are offered to placate higher powers 


Apoplexy is likely to be the cul- 


mination of changes -that go on for 
years inside the human body. Tht 
arteries in the brain become hardenec 
and inflexible; the blood pressure 
rises. When the pressure rises be 
yond the stretching point of the ar 
tery, the artery will break. Then there 
is brain hemorrhage or stroke. Brain 
hemorrhages have been increasing in 
number because people are living 
longer.

A stroke may be due to other con 


ditions than the breaking of a blooc 
vess8t. Sometimes a clot will get 
loose from the heart or from a ve- 
getation on the valves in the heart. 
Sometimes it will break loose from 
a healing condition after an operat- 
ion. That kind of a clot can travel 
in the blood stream until it reaches 
a terminal blood vessel in the brain. 


Once the clot becomes lodged in 


this blood vessel, that portion 'of the 
brain will be unable to get nourish- 
ment in the form of oxygen. As a 
result, the symptoms wilL immdeiate- 
ly resemble those of a stroke. This 
condition is called embolism. 


Here again the person may survive 


the first embolism, but. having be- 
comes weakened as a result of the 
stroke, he is less likely to survive 
another 
shock. Should he survive 


the second, there comes a still smal- 
ler possibility as »time goes on that 
he will be able to survive a' third 
Etroke. 


Thus, the belief 
that the 
third 


stroke is always fatal is merely a sup- 
erstition based on'a probability. But 
human beings should remember al- 
ways that proverb which is most im- 
portant among .men in the. field of 
medicine, "Where ntere is life, there 
is hope.'"

In a little book devoted {not too 


pleasantly, 1 am afraid) to Adolf Hit- 
' 
that "au- 


tocracy is invariably the result of bad 
democracy." 
One 
could of course 


transpose these two words and the 
statement would still make sense, for 
it is equally true that "democracy 
is invariably the result of an intoler- 
able form of autocracy." 


The theory about "historical cycles" 


can be carried a UTtle too far, but 
the available evidence of the last 
three thousand 
years itndoubtcdly 


points to a wave-like movement in 
history. 


A Golden Age arises out of an 


era of hard and plodding labor. 
It reaches a point of almost unnatur- 


al perfection. Then invariably, the 
people seem to tire of the exalted reg- 
ions which they have reached, of too 
much prosperity, of too much fine 
sculpture, too many excellent paint- 
ings, too many interesting plays, and 
they grow indifferent. They grow 
weak. 


Unlike their ancestors, they are no 


longer willing to fight for their own 
good rights—or what they used to con- 
rider their good rights. 


Their neighbors, still in the state of 


plodding and hard labor, cast en- 
vious eyes upon the well-being and 
glory of the country just beyond their 
frontiers. And when they find out that 
those frontiers are no longer being de- 
fended, but have become paper lines 
of demarcation, they will cross them 
at the first convenient moment and 
the Muse of History records another 
disaster. 
An Acropolis 
becomes a 


barracks, a famous cathedral is turned 
into a stable, a Grand Canal is lined 
by a row of ruined palaces. 


Or, worse than 
that, cities like 


Babylon or Ninebeh are absorbed by 
the sands of the desert or the popula- 
tion of Rome is reduced from a mil- 
lion to less than forty thousand. 


Greece, one of the most painful ex- 


amples of this theory of historical 
cycles, could only develop its demo- 
cratic experiments while it was free 
from foreign domination. 


In the year 479 B. C. the fourth and 


last expedition of the Persians against 
Hellas was routed a Pleaca. In the 
year"338 B. C. Philip of Macedonia, 
after the battle of Chaeronea, made 
himself 
the 
"chosen 
dictator" of 


Greece. 


Incidentally, that title of "chosen 


dictator" shows that there is very 
little new under the sun, for that is 
exactly 
what 
Adolf 
Hitler, 
Benito 


Mussolini and Joseph Stalin claim to 
be when they 
defend 
themselves 


against accusations of usurpation and 
aggression that are launched against 
them by the western democracies. 


The ancient Greek unfortunately 


was quite as icurable an individualist 
as his modern descendant. 


I firm foothold upon the popular mind, 
it is almost impossible to dislocate it. 
Yet that will have lo be done if we 
want to profit by he mistakes ot 
Pericles and his contemporaries who 
ruined the democracy of Athens and 
brought about the introduction of a 
dictatorship.
